exam̃ining his Book : the firſt Pages are uſually 

c filled with the Care and Integrity of the Author, 

* which are probably to be found no where elſe.“ 

How far Mr. Neal falls under this Cenſure, he 
himſelf is beſt able to judge; and what Care he 
has taken to render his Hiſtory correct, the Reader 
may eaſily diſcover from the many Miſtakes 
pointed out to him in the three former Volumes. 

I readily grant there are Points in Hiſtory that 

(as to the Springs of Action) are ſcarce conceive-

Facts: And Matters of Fact are daily repreſented 
to us in different Lights, even by ſuch as pretend 
to the moſt exact Knowledge of them: and they 
commonly vary according as Men's Tempers and 
Opinions vary. And if it is ſo difficult a Matter 
to come to the Knowledge of Things done in our 
own Times, how much more ſo muſt it be to 
write of Things at a Diſtance with critical Exact- 
neſs, where Men muſt be liable to Miſtakes, even 
after the utmoſt Care and Precaution ; tho? ſuch 
Miſtakes (where all proper Methods of Informa- 
tion are made uſe of, and there is no apparent De- 
ſign of Impoſition) are certainly pardonable. But 
the want of Probity in an Hiſtorian, is far from 
being ſo; and tho' I don't directly charge Mr. 
Meal as faulty in this Reſpect, yet many of his 
Vouchers are certainly ſo; and he himſelf has 
taken but too much Pains to mangle and curtail 
his very beſt Authorities, to make them ſpeak 
home to his Purpoſe, which they could never have 
done without being put to the Torture. 

The Hiſtory of Times (ſays a learned (c) Au- 
thor) is uſually drawn up fo, as it may miniſter 
not to Truth but Faction.“ Of the Truth of 
this Obſervation, almoſt every Day's Experience 
may convince us, (d) and however vicious our 
<. Hiſtories may be already, there has been one 
© way to make them more corrupt by Secret Hi- 
6 tories :* And ſome who affect (with what Right 
or Juſtice I could never learn) to call themſelves 
. Hiſtorians, may Critical Hiſtorians, have not been 
aſhamed'to palm the moſt notorious Falſhoods 
upon the World for Truths, eſpecially when they 
have had ſome dirty Turn to ſerve: And if they 
have ever had the Luck to ſpeak Truth, *twas 
without Deſign. And notwithſtanding I am far

from ranking Mr. Neal under this Claſs. of Wri- 
ters, (tho? he has often had the Misfortune to build 
too much upon their Authority and Credit) yet 
that he has not been over accurate in his Reſearches 
after Truth, I am perſuaded moſt of his Readers 
will readily allow, upon a careful Compariſon of 
his three former Volumes, 'with the Anſwers to 
A | 
_ *Tis the Duty of every Hiſtorian to diveſt him- 
ſelf of (e) Partly Prejudice, and to ſay nothing but 
what 1s entirely and inconteſtibly true, or what in 
his Conſcience. he believes to be ſo, without the 
leaſt Diſguiſe or Colouring, without Addition or 
Subſtraftion, And as Mr, Neal has declared, 
(Pref. p. 6.) That Fatts are fairly to be repreſented, 
and that he aims at nothing but the Truth; that no 
Streſs is to be laid upon Fats and Characters any 
farther than the Quality of his Vouchers will ſupport 
bim : I am in great Hopes, that he will impar- 
tially review his four Volumes of the Hiſtory of 
the Puritans, and correct the many Miſtakes con- 
tained in them, when pointed out to him by fuch 
as have ſome Regard to his Merit in other Reſpects, 
tho' they cannot paſs over his Hiſtorical Miſtakes 
without a proper (yet friendly) Animadverſion : 
And as it is an Argument of an ingenuous Temper 
to correct ſuch Miſtakes as are made apparent to 
us (), I perſuade myſelf, that Mr. Neal will not 
orudge

. A very uncharitable and unjuſt Way of proceeding ſure, that thus goes 

about to encloſe that which is or ſhould be common.”

St. Auſtin has 
given us his RetraFations ; and if his Authority 
(as being of too antient a Date) may not be ſuffi- 
cient to induce Mr. Neal, he may meet with Au- 
thors of a more modern Cut, who, in writing their 
own (g) Lives, have ingenuouſly confeſſed Abun- 
dance of youthful Faults and Follies. And I can- 
not but think, that Faults in Hiſtoryy as they are 
likely to be more permanent and lafting, and may 

ove of much worſe Conſequence, by miſleading 

oſterity, ought with the greateſt Care and Ex- 
actneſs to be correfted. 

And what farther encourages me in my Hope, 
is Mr. Neal's frank Declaration in his Preface, 
(p. 6.) That he is not ſo vain as 10 — bis Hiſ- 

free from Errors; and if any Miſtakes of Con- 
475 nce are made io appear, . Ball acknowledge 
them with Thankfulneſs to thoſe who ſhall point them 
out in a civil and friendly Manner. 
The Right Reverend the Lord Biſhop of Saint 
Aſaph, in his Anſwer to his firſt Volume, has 
treated him with great Candour : And I cannor, 
upon a Review of my Examination of his ſecond 
and third Volumes, find that I have uſed him o- 
therwiſe than with Civility : If I have, it was far 
from my Intention ; and if it is made apparent to 
me, I wilt heartily beg his Pardon: tho?

The firſt twelve Years of his laſt Period take in 
the Uſurpations of the Rump, O. Cromwell, Sc.

more Villanies were tranſacted in that ſhort Pe- 
riod, than in the ſame Compaſs of Time down- 
wards from the Creation : Then the moſt mon- 
ſtrous Crimes were committed under the Cloke of 
Religion, which was the Pretence for carrying on 
of every wicked Deſign : And tho' I cannot 
charge Mr. Neal with the Defence of every Tranſ- 
action that was bad, in that moſt execrable Set of 


Men; yet he has palliated their Actions ſo far, 


that his Readers, who are not verſed in the Hiſ- 
tory of thoſe Times, may be difficulted, from his 
Work, to diſcover in what they were to blame. 
Had he treated them in the manner that the brave 
Judge Jenkins (a Perſon thoroughly well ſkilled 
in our Conſtitution and Laws) did, his Work 
had been leſs liable to cenſure. That Judge was 
ſo far from palliating the Crimes of thoſe Mon- 
ſters; that he charged them home to their very 
Teeth ; and when he was brought before the 
Rump in 1648, he treated thoſe wicked Rebels

with a juſt and becoming Contempt. (5) In your 
Speech, (ſays he) Mr. Speaker, you ſaid the 
© Houſe was offended with my Behaviour, in not 
making any Obeiſance to you upon my coming 
here; and this was the. more wondred- at, be- 
. cauſe I pretended to be knowing in the Laws of 
the Land, (having made it my Study for theſe 
five and forty Years) and becauſe I am-ſo, that 
was the Reaſon of ſuch my Behaviour: For as

Which provoked the Houſe ſo much, that with- 
out any Trial they voted him and Sir Francis Butler 
guilty of High Treaſon, and fix'd the Day of Ex- 
ecution; but were diverced from it by a Droll 
Speech of that remarkable Buffoon Harry Martyn. 
(i) After this they ſent a Committee from the Com- 
mons-Houſe to Newgate to Judge Fenkins, and 
made this Offer to him, That if he would own 
< their Power to be lawful, they would not only 
© take off the Sequeftrations from his Eſtate, 
< which were about 500 J. per Annum, but would 
« alſo ſettle a Penſion on him of 1000 J. a Year. 
To which he anſwer'd, Far be it from me to 
« own Rebellion (altho' it was ſucceſsful) to be 
« Jawful ; ſo he deſired to ſee their Backs.“ Then 
the Chief of them made another Propoſal to the

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judge, and ſaid, He ſhould have the ſame was 
© mentioned above, if he would but permit and

anſwered, * That he would not connive at their 
« ſo doing, for all the Money they had robbed 
the Kingdom of, and ſhould they be fo impu- 
« dent to print any ſuch-Matter, he would ſel] his 
Doublet and Coat to buy Pens, Ink and Paper, 
and would ſet forth the Commons- Houſe in their 
proper Colours.“ (That is, would make them 
appear to be ſcandalous, impudent, and lying 
Rebels). When they found him ſo firm, one of 
the Committee uſed this Motive, You have a 
Wife and nine Children, who all will ſtarve if 
you refuſe this Offer; ſo conſider, for their 
« Sakes, they make up ten preſſing Arguments 
for your Compliance.“ What, (faid the Judge) 
did they deſire you to preſs me in this Matter? 
I will not fay they did, (reply'd the Committee- 
man) but I think they preſs you to it without 
« ſpeaking at all.“ With that the old Man's An- 
ger was heighten'd to the utmoſt, and he in Paſ- 
fion ſaid, Had my Wife and Children petition'd 
you in this Matter, I would have look'd on her 
das a Whore, and them as Baſtards.” Upon this 
the Committee departed, and he continued in 
Newgate till the Reſtoration ; after which I am 
informed that this moſt Heroical and Loyal Fudge 
died, whoſe Memory and Doings ought never to 

be forgotten by loyal Men. 5

© ling, and Table Linen to the value of 10,000 l. and;600,000 Gilders. The 
Treatment of the King, and all who belonged to his Service (ſays Mr. 
« Ecbard, Hiſt. vol. 2. p. 903-) at the Charge of the States, during the 
© time of his Abode there, was incredibly noble and ſplendid ; the Expence 
© of which and the Preſents amounted to 100,000 1. and their Joy was 
© ſo manif: that it could only be exceeded by his own Subjects. They 
5 preſented him likewiſe by their Ambaſſador at VMbiteball, the ſame Year, 
e (Mercurius Publicus, num. 46. p. 741.) with an extraordinary Crimſon 
© embroidered Velvet Bed, Cloth of State, Chairs and Stools ſuitable, worth 
very many thouſands of Pounds; and alſo an excellent Collection of Pictures ü 
© of the moſt famous, ancient, and modern Maſters, with a great number 
< of Statues of white Marble of excellent Sculpture. 

© The Emperor of Ruſſia, (Heath's Chron. p. 255.) indeed no ſooner heard 
© of the King's Death, but he immediately commanded all the Engliſh to de- 
part his Dominions, and was bardly perſuaded (having firſt ſecured their Goods) 
© togive them leave to ſtay a while in Arch- Angel, his only Port of Trade, 
* whither from his Court and City of Moſco he had driven them. He 
© had proferred to the Lord Cu/peper (his Majeſties Ambaſſador) to have 
given him all the Eng/iſþ Eſtates : But he declining it, and telling the 
Emperor the King conceived very well of thoſe hit Subjects, he very

The Univerſity of Dublin being thus revived and 
Fut upon a new Foot; the Parliament ſent over ſix of 
their moſt acceptable Preachers to give it Reputation, 
appointing them two bundred Pounds per Annum

The King being unable to keep the 
Field, fortified the City of Worceſter, and encamp- 
ed almoſt under the Walls, Sept. 3. Cromwell at. 
zacked Powick Bridge, within tuo Miles of the City, 
which drew out the King's Forces, and occaſion.

One of theſe 
having invited him to paſs ſome Days at bis 
Houſe in St. Germain en Laye, there happened 
on that Occaſion an Adventure, the Relation 
whereof may perhaps gratify the Reader's Curio- 
ſity.

As he was upon the Road ruminating 
upon this melancholy Circumſtance, and con- 
triving how to raiſe a ſmall Supply for preſent 
Uſe, he was ſurprized to be advertiſed by his 
Servant, that the Nobleman, at whoſe Houſe he 
had been, was behind him driving furiouſly, as 
if he was deſirous to overtake Him. The Mar- 
quis had ſcarce left St. Germains when the Diſtri. 
bution of the Money he had given cauſed a 
great Diſturbance among the Servants, who 
exalting their own Services and Attendance, 
complained of the Maitre de Hotel's Partiality. 
The Nobleman hearing an unuſual Noiſe in his 
Family, and upon Enquiry into the Matter, 
finding what it was, took the Ten Piſfoles him- 
ſelf, and cauſing Horſes to be pur to his Cha- 
riot, made all the Haſte that was poſſible at- 
ter the Marquis of Ormonde.

_ © which was the Caſe of Colonel Ingold/by ; who 
was in the Number of the late King's Judges, 
and whoſe Name was in the Warrant for his 
Murther. He, from the Depoſal of Richard 
had declared, that he would ſerve the King, 
and told Mr. Mordaunt, that he would per. 
„ form all Services that he could, without 
& making any Conditions, and would be well 
„ content, that his Majeſty when he came Home 
«+ ſhould take his Head off, if he thought fit; 
„% only deſired, that the King might know the 
Truth of his Caſe which was this.” 
He was a Gentleman of a good Extraction, 
and near allied to Cromwell, who had drawn him 
into the Army before, or about the Time when 
he came firſt to Age; where he grew to be a 
Colonel of Horſe, and had the Reputation of 
great Courage againſt the Enemy, and of equal 
Civility to all Men. It is very true, he was 
named amongſt thoſe who were appointed to be 
Judges of the King; and it is as true, that he 
was never once preſent with them, always ab- 
horring the Action in his Heart, and having no 
other Paſſion in any Part of the Quarrel, but 
his perſonal K indneſs to Cromwell.

Our Men tooke in the Place three Demi-Can- 
nons, one large ſquare Gun carrying a Ball of twelve 
Pound, one Sarre Drake, and one Morter Piece, all theiſe 
Braſſe.

Serving in anſwer to a certaine Act formerly put forth 
by the Parliament of England the third of October 1650. 

Tranſlated out of Engliſb into Dutch printed at Rotter- 
dam, A Declaration publiſhed by Order of my Lord 
Lieutenant General the 18th of February 165 7m. 

The Lords of the Council and of the Aſſemblie, being 
occahioned at the Sight of certaine printed Papers, inti- 
tuled, An Act forbidding Commerce and Traffick with 
the Barbadoes, Virginia, Bermudas, and Antego. 

The Lord Lievtenant Generall, with the Lords 
of this Council and Aſſembly, having carefully read over 
the faid printed Papers, and finding them to oppoſe the 
breedome, Safety, and Well being of this Iſland, have 
thought themſelves bound to communicate the ſame to all 
Inhabitants of this Iſland; as alſo their Obſervation and 
Reſolution concerning it, and to proceed therin after the 
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(28) 
beſt Manner, wherefore they have firſt of all ordereg the 
fame to be read publiquely. | 

Concerning the aboveſaid Act, by which the leaſt Ca. 
My may comprehend, how much the Inhavitants of 
this Ifland would be brought into Contempt and Saver 
if the ſame be not timely prevented. - 

Firſt, They alledge, that this Iſland was firſt ſettled and 
inhabited at the Charges, and by eſpecial Order of the Peo. 
ple of England, and therefore ought to be ſubject to the 
{lame Nation. It is certain, that we all of us know very 
well, that we the preſent Inhabitants of this Iſland, were 
and ſtill be that People of England, who with great Dan- 
ger of our Perſons, and to our great Charge and Trou— 
ble have ſettled this Iſland in its Condition, and inhabited 
the ſame: and ſhall wee therefore be ſubject to the W:1} 
and Command of thoſe who ſtay at Home? Shall wee be 
bound to the Government and Lordſhip of a Parliament, 
in which wee have no Repreſentatives? Or Perſons choſen 
by us for there to propound and conſent to what might be 
needful and ſerviceable to us? as alſo to oppoſe and 
diſpute all what ſhould tend to our Diſadvantage and 
Harme, in Truth this would be a Slavery far exceeding 
all that the Engliſb Nation hath yet ſuffered. And we 
doubt not but the Courage which hath brought us thus 
far out of our own Country to ſeek our Beings and Live- 
lhoods in this wild Country, will mainteine us in our 


Freedomes ; without which our Lives will be uncomfor- 


table unto us. 
Secondly, It is alleadged, That the Inhabitants of this 


Ifland have by Cunning and Force uſurped a Power and | 


Government. 

If wee the Inhabitants of this Ifland had been heard 
what wee could have faid for our ſelves, this Allegation 
had never been printed, but thoſe who are deſtined to be 
Slaves may not enjoy thoſe Priviledges. Otherwiſe wee 
might have faid and teſtified with a Truth, that the Go- 


vernment now uſed amongſt us, is the fame that hath al- 


ways been ratified, and doth every way agree with the firſt 
Settlement and Government in theſe Places, and was 
given us by the ſame Power and Authority that New 
England hold theirs : againſt whom the Act makes no 
Objection. 

And this Government here in Subjection is the neareſt 


Model in Conformity, under which our Predeceſſors *

he Engliſh Nation, have lived and flouriſhed for above a 
| thouſand Years. 


Therefore wee conclude, that the Rule of Reaſon and 
Diſcourſe is moſt ſtrangely miſtaken, if the Continuation 
and Submiſſion to a right well ſettled Government, bee 
judged to be an uſurping of a new Power, and to the con- 
crarie, the Uſurpation of a new Government be held a 
Continuation of the Old. | 

Thirdly, By the aboveſaid Act, all outlandiſh Nations 
are forbidden to hold any Correſpondency or Traffique 
with the Inhabitants of this Iſland, although all the ancient 
Inhabitants know very well, how greatly they have been 
obliged to thoſe of the Low-Countries for their Subſiſtance, 
and how difficult it would have been for us (without their 
Aſſiſtance) ever to have inhabited theſe Places, or to have 
brought them into Order : and wee are yet daily ſenſible, 
what neceſſary Comfort they bring to us daily, and that 
they doe ſell their Commodities a great deale cheaper then 
our own Nation will doe: But this Comfort muſt be taken 
fom us, by thoſe whoſe Will muſt be a Law to us : But 
wee declare, that we will never be fo unthankful to the 
Netherlanders for their former Help and Aſſiſtance, as to 
deny or forbid them or any other Nation the freedome of 
our Harbours, and the Protection of our Lawes, by which 
they may continue (if they pleaſe) in all Freedome of 
Commerce and Traffique with us.

] HOPE it is not ill taken that 1 make no more frequent 
Addreſſes to the Parliament. Things that are of trouble 
in Point of Proviſion for your Army, and of ordinary Di- 
ſection, I have, as I could, often preſented to the Council 
of State, together with fuch Occurrences as have happened, 
who am ſure, as they have not been wanting in their ex- 
tnordinary Care and Proviſion for us, ſo neither what they 
judge fit and neceſſary to repreſent the fame to you; and 
ths I thought to be a ſufficient Diſcharge of my Duty on 
that Behalf, . 
It hath now pleaſed God to beſtow a Mercy upon you, 
yorthy your Knowledge, and of the utmoſt Praiſe and 
Thanke of all that love and fear his Name; yea the Mercy 
i; far above all Praiſe, which, that you may the better 
perceive, I ſhall take the Bouldneſs to tender unto you ſome 
Circumſtances accompanying thy great Buſineſs, which will 
mnifeft the Greatneſs and Seaſonableneſs of this Mercy. 
We having tried what we could to engage the Enemy three

him loſe the Opportunity, and the Morning proving exceed. couch 
ing wett and dark, we recovered by that time it was light da t 
into a Ground where they could not hinder us from our poſſeſi 


Victuall, which was a high A of the Lord's Providence f 
us. We being come into the ſaid Ground, the Enem 
marched into the Ground we were laſt upon, having ng 
Mind either to ſtrive to get between us and our Vidal 
or to fight, being indeed upon this Lock, hoping that the 
Sickneſs of your _—_ — render their Worke more 
eaſy by the gaining of Time: Whereupon we marched to 
Muſjelburgh to victual and to ſhip away our lick Men 
where we ſent aboard neere 500 tick and wounded Sal: 
diers ; and upon ſerious Conſideration finding our Weakneſs 
ſo to increaſe, and the Enemy lying upon his Advantages 
at a General Council it was thought firte ro marche 0 
Dunbarr, and there to. fortify the Towne, which we 
thought, if any thinge, would provoke them to engage; 
as alſoe that the having a Garriſon there would furnith us 
with Accommodation for our iick Men, and would be a 
Place for a good Magazeene, (which we exccedingiy want- 
ed) being put to depend upon the Uncertainty ot Weather 
for landing Proviſions, which many times cannot be done, 
tho the Being of the whole Army lay upon it, all the Coat 
from Leith to Barwzick not having one good Harbour: as 
alſo to lye more conveniently to receive our Rectuits o 
Horſe and Foot from Barwick. Having theſe Coniide- 
rations, upon Saturday the 3oth of Auguſt we marched from 
AMufjelburgh to Heddington, where by that time we hac 
got the Van-Brigade of our Horſe and Foot and Train intg 
theire Quarters, the Enemy was marched with that exceed 
ing Expedition, that they fell upon the Rere- Forlorn of out 
Horſe, and pur it into ſome Diſorder, and indeed had like 
to have engaged our Rere-Brigade of Horſe with the 
whole Army, had not the Lord by his good Providence u 
a Cloud over the Moone, thereby giving us Opportunity t

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The next Morning we drew into an open Field on the 
couth Side of Fleddington, we not judging it ſafe for us to 
dw to the Enimie upon his own Ground, he being pre- 
ſefled thereof, but rather drew backe to give him way 
0 come to us, if he had ſo thought fitte: And having 
mited about the Space of four or five Hours, to ſee if he 
would come to us, and not finding any Inclination in the 
Eacmy ſo to doe, wee reſolved to goe according to our 
{rt Entendment to Dunbar. By that time we had marched 
three or four Miles, we ſaw ſome Bodies of the Enemy's 
Horſe draw out of their Quarters; and by that time our 
Carriages were gotten neer Dunbar, their whole Army was 
on their marche after us; and indeed our drawing back in 
this manner, with the Addition of three new Regiments 
aided to them, did much heighten their Confidence, if 
ot Preſumption and Arrogance : The Enemy that Night 
we perceived gathered towards the Hills, labouring to make 
a perfect Inter poſition between us and Barwick ; and hav- 
ug in this Poſture a great Advantage, through his better 
Knowledge of the Country, which he effected by ſending 
f conſiderable Partie to the ſtraight Paſſe at Coppeth, where 
10 Men to hinder are better than 40 to make their Way, 
nd truly this was an * Exegent to us wherewith the E- 
temy reproached us with that Condition the Parliament's 
Army was in when it made its hard Conditions with the 
King in Cornwall : By ſome Reports that have come to us, 
they had diſpoſed of us and of their Buſineſs in ſufficient 
Revenge and Wrath towards our Perſons : and had ſwal- 
bred up the poor Intereſt of England, believing that 
their Armie and their King would have marched to Lon- 
in without any Interruption, it being told us, we know 
dot how truly, by a Priſoner we took the Night before the 
Fht, That their Kinge was very ſuddenly to come a- 
nongſt them with thoſe Engliſb they a lowed to be about 
him, but in what they were thus lifted up, the Lord was 
above them, The Enemy lying in the Poſture before-men- 
toned, having thoſe Advantages, we lay very near him, 
being ſenſible of our Diſadvantage, haveing ſome Weatneſſe 
if Flſh, but yet Conſolation and Support on the Lord himſelf

Wing of Horſe to edge downe towards the Sea. We 
could not well imagine but that the Enemy intended to 
attempt upon us, or to place themſelves in a more exadt 
Condition of Interpoſition. The Major-Generall and my- 
ſelf coming to the Earl of Roxborough's Houſe, and ob- 
ſerving his Poſture, I told him I thought it did give 
us an Opportunity to Advantage to attempt upon the Ene- 
my ; to which he immediately replied, That he had thought 
to have faid the ſame thing to me; ſoe that it pleaſed the 
Lorde to ſette this Apprehenſion upon both our Hearts kt 
the ſame Inftant. We called for Collonell Monde, and 
ſhewed him the Thing, and coming to our Quarter at 
Night, and demonſtrating our Apprehenfions to ſome of 
the Collonells, they alſo chererully concurred, We re- 
ſolved therefore to put our Buſineſs into this Poſture, that 
fixe Regiments of Horſe, and three Regiments and a halfe 
of Foote, ſhould marche in the Van, aad that the Major- 
Generall, the Lieutenant-Generalt of the Horſe, and the 
Commiſſary-Generall, and Collonell Monte to command 
the Brigade of Foote, ſhould lead on the Buſineſs, and that 
Collonell Pride's Brigade, Collonell Overton's Brigade, and 
the remaining two Regiments of Horſe, ſhould bring up 
the Cannon and Rere, the Time of falling on to be by 
Breake of Day, but by ſome Delay it proved not to be 
till fixe a Clocke in the Morninge.

they knew the State of our Maſter's Affairs, when be waz 


in Scotland and here, they would ſay otherwiſe. Irs cer. : 
tain Cromwell would not fight us in our own Country wil 
but with great Advantage to himſelfe, he knowing, that the cl 


our Army lying idle would moulder to nothing, as indeed know 
it had, if his Majeſty had not brought them away. 
It conſiſted of + 12000 Fighting Men, abſolutely under 


the Command of his Majeſty, the which being marched 8 
into the Heart of the Kingdome, and poſſeſſed of the City e 
of Moregſter, might in Probability proved a notable Step ſerve 


towards the reſettling of this K ingdome, had not God de- 
termined otherwiſe. 

I am ſure the King omitted nothing that could incourage 
to riſe with him, or at leaſt to lie newter. But on the 
contrary, they aroſe, (which had they not done, without 
doubt we had beaten Cromiuell's Force, they being incon- 
ſiderable) violently againſt us, to ſuch Numbers as made 
the Enemy near 40000. The leaſt any of their Officers 
report them was 36000. With this Number they came 
before us at Morceſter- The Citty was neither fortified 
nor victualled: His Majeſty thought he could not in Ho- 
nour leave them, to be plundered by the Enemy, who 
had ſo willingly received him. During the Enemie's lying 
there the King was very active, and ſent out often ſtrong 
Parties, but the Enemy was fo watchfull, and lay ſo ſtrong, 
that tho* our Men behaved themſelves couragiouſſy, they 
could get no Advantage of them. The Day and Manner 
of the Fight you may gather from their Letters, His Ma- 
jeſty behaved himſelf very gallantly with his own Regiment 
of Horſe, and D. Hamilton's. He broke a Regiment of 
Foote, and forced back a conſiderable Body of their Horle,

t at laſt overpowered, our Horſe ran, though the King 
it to make them ſtand. 

The King being cloſely purſued, and our Men ſtopping 
the Paſſage, was forced to quit his Horſe, and climb up 
our balf-raiſed Mount, and there fo incouraged our Foot, 
that the Enemy retired with Loſs. The King perceiving 
the Enemy too numerous, and our Men worſted, drew 
them within the Walls, where it was long diſputed ; then 
the King taking freſh Horſe, rode to the Cavalry with 
Intention to rally them, and ſcour the Foot from the 
Walls; but it was in vayn, for Middleton was wounded, 
the chiefe Horſe Officers either diſmounted, ſlayn, or I 
know not where; * David Leſlie rode up and down as 
one amazed, or ſeeking to fly he knew not whither ; for 
they were ſo confuſed, that neither Threats nor Intreaty 
could perſwade them to charge with his Majeſty. What 
became of his Majeſty afterwards I know not, God pre- 
ſerve him, for certainly a more gallant Prince was never 
borne. Towards the Evening all Things appearing very 
horrid, Allarums in every Part of the City, and a certaine 
Reporte that the Enemie had entred one End of the 
Towne, and we of the Horſe trampling one upon an 
other, much readyer to cut one an other's Throats then 
defend our ſelves againſt the Enemie. In this Confuſion 
at laſt we got out of Towne, and fled as faſt as we could. 
In the Head of us, as appeared next Morning, were our 
two Lieutenant Generalls : We had no Guide, ſoe as we 
often loſt our Way, yet reached Newport by the Morn- 
ing, 30 Miles on this fide J/orcefter, and there thought to 
have refreſht our ſelves, and marcht quietly for Scotland: 
But our Enemies flew faſter then we, and there wanted 
not conſiderable Forces in every Place to front us, and 
ve were fo cloſely purſued in the Day by the Army and 
Garriſon Forces, and in the Night from the Country, 
that from the Time we came out of Worcgſter till Friday 
In the Evening, that I was taken Priſoner ſeven Miles 
from Preſton, I nor my Horſe ever reſted. Our Body 
conſiſted of 3000. In the Day we often faced the Ene- 
ty, and beat their little Parties to their Body; but ſtill

Priſoner at my coming out of Worcęſter, being ſhot in the 
Leg: He is ſince dead upon cutting it off. Few or none 
of the King's Servants are eſcaped. The Earls of Derby and 
Lauderdale, and Sir David Cunningham, and Mr. Lane, 
are Priſoners here in the Caſtle. Many are Priſoners in 
private Houſes, the Church and Caſtle being full. They 
are ſoe high, that they have condemned from Hcuſehold 
Servants to Noblemen; ſoe that what will become of us

whiche ſeems not the leis real, for that ſome Thouſands 
were lifted in this County, had their ſeveral Rendevous 
appointed, to moſt of which ſome came; many in this 
Citty aſſured their Entrance, and accordingly in the Night 
the Gate ſet open, their Word given, viz. Immanuel, 
(but God was with us, not them) many of the late King's 
Military Officers ready at the reſpective Rendevous, to 
order and head the Multitude; Coll. Blague, formerly 
Governour of Mallingford, to appear with others in and 
about Bury, who is ſaid by their Priſoners to be commi- 
Hioned as Major-General of this Brigade. And when all 
Things bitherto gave them Encouragement toggoe on, 
whether becauſe the Numbers expected failing, or rather 
the Guilt of this wicked Device checked their further 
Progreſs, (though the Deputy-Governour of Lyn loſt no 
Time in indeavouring to ſuppreſs them) but God cauſed

whom the Petitions of the Juſtices, Grand Jury, Gentle- 
men and Inhabitants of our City and County of Durham, 
County of Northumberland, and Towne and County of 
Newcaſtle upon Tine, for the founding of a Colledge at the 
City of Durham, was referred by our ſaid Council) that 
the founding of a College at Durham will be of great Ad- 
vantage to theſe Counties, and to all the Northern Parts 
of this Iſland, as well in reference to the promoting of 
the Goſpell, as the religious and prudent Education of 
young Men there : And it having thereupon been ordered 
by us and -our Councell, (according to the Opinion of the 
laid Committee, in purſuance of the Petitioners Deſires) 
that a College be erected and founded at Durham.

Preachers and Pariſhes ; beſides the intolerable Burthen 
and Preſſure which ſome particular Perſons groaned under, 
by reaſon of this Kind of Maintenance, others of ten times 
their Eſtates bearing no Part at all of the Burthen with them. 

10. We humbly conceive, that many Statutes yet in 
Force, frequently made uſe of for the Moleſtation of many 
conſcientious and well- affected Perſons, are prejudicial to 
the Propagation of the Goſpell, and therefore humbly de- 
fre that they may be ſpeedily repealed.

[ HAVE received your Honour's of the 7th Inſtant, and 

therein an high and undeſerved Teſtimony of the 
Honobie Houſes Favour, which I receive with all Hum- 
bleneſs and Thankfulneſs, and ſhall ever look upon as an 
Encouragement and Obligation for mee to perſevere in 
my Duty. In obedience to the Parliament's Commands 
I am advancing towards London, and for the Security of 
Scotland, I have ſent thither a Regiment of Horſe, and 
an other of Foot which is all I can doe at preſent, and 
bad ſent Col. Clarke's, but that I had no Money to ſpare 
them ; if they were furniſhed, they might march preſent- 
ly for Scotland. I have appointed Major General Mor- 
gan to ſtay here for the preſent, till Things are better ſet- 
tled, and if you pleaſe to ſupply him with Monies, and 
lend Orders to him about it, he will give Col. Clarke Or- 
ders for the March of his Regiment thither. Here is 
eighteen hundred Pounds lies in the Hands of Mr. John 
Jure Deputy to the Treaſurers at Warre : They are in- 
debted for their Quarters, and I think as much more to 
it would ſerve their turne to inable them to marche, and

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pay their Quarters till they have a further Supply: But if 
you can pay no more, I deſire that 1 100 J. may be or- 
dered to be paid out by Major General Morgan's War- 
rant to the Forces heere for taking them off from Free- 
Quarter, and put one of the Companys of that Regiment 
into Clifford's Tower.

AS Government was Originally inſtituted by God, and 
this or that Forme of it choſen and ſubmitted to by 
Men, for the Peace, Happineſs, and Security of the Go- 
verned, and not for the private Intereſt and perſonall 
Greatneſs of thoſe that rule : So that Government hath 
been always eſteemed the beſt, where the ſupreme Ma- 
giſtrates have been veſted with all the Power and Prero- 
gatives that might capacitate them, not only to preſerve 
the People from Violence and Oppreſſion, but to promote 
their Proſperity : and yet where nothing was to belong to 
them by the Rules of the Conſtitution, that might enable 
them to injure and oppreſs them. | 
And it hath been the Glory of England, above moſt 1 
other Nations, that the Prince had all intruſted with him | 
that was neceſſary either for advanceing the Wellfare of - 
the People, or for his own Protection in the Diſcharge of (

orning Witneſſes to ſweare the Patriots of our Religion and

be firft anſwered, and Grievances redreſſed. 

And ſeeing many of the Miſeries under which the Na. 
tion doth un ariſe from diſplacing ſuch out of the 
Number of Judges, as would not, for promoting Popiſh 
and Arbitrary Deſignes, wreſt and mifapply the Lats; 
and from conſtituting corrupt and mercenary Men in their 
Roome, on purpoſe to ſtretch the Laws beyond the Reafon 
and Intention of them, and to declare that for Law which 
is not: Wee can neither with Silence paſs over the men- 
tioning of them, nor ſhould wee have Peace in our (elves, 
i wee did not endeavour to prevent the like Miſchieſcs 
in Time to come. For by Means of ill Men's being ad- 
vanced to the Bench, and holding their Places only durante 
bene plac ito, many Perſons have been condemned in exor- 
bitant Fines for zo Crimes, or for very ſmall anes; many 
Statutes made for the Safety of the Subject, particularly 
the Habeas Corpus Act, hath been wickedly eluded, to the 
Oppreſhon of innocent and loyal Men; the Popiſb Lords 
that were impeached in Parliament, for a moſt helliſh 
Conjuration, have, to the ſubverting of the Rights of the 
Houſe of Commons, and trampling on the Juriſdiction of 
the Houſe of Lords, been diſcharged and ſet free ; the im- 
poling a malignant Mayor and Sheriſfes upon the City of 
London, by Fraud and Violence hath been juſtified, and 
thoſe who in Diſqharge of their Duty oppoſed it, illegally 
proſecuted, and arbitrarily puniſhed : London and other 
Cities and Corporations have been robbed of their Charters, 
upon unrighteous Judgments of pretended Forfeitures; Sir 
rmfirong executed, without being allowed the Be- 

nefit of a Tryall; Collneil Algernoon Sidney condemned to 
dye the Depoſition of one ſcandalous Witneſs; and 
that loyall and excellent Perſon the late William Lord 
Ruſſell murdered for alledged Crimes, in Reference to 


which, if all had been Truth that was ſworn againſt him, 
yet there was nothing that according to Law could have , 
reached his Life: Wherefore wee do, upon the Conſide- 


rations aforeſaid, further declare, that wee will have Care 
taken for the future, for debarring ignorant, ſcandalous and 
mercenary Men from the Adminiſtration of Fuftice, and 

that the Judges ſhall hold their Places by the antient 


Tenure 
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Hbolders of the ſeverall Counties, and for

Tenure of quam diu ſe bene geſſirint, and doe leave it to 
the Wiſdom of a Parliament to ſettle ſome Way and Me- 
thod for the Approbation of ſuch as ſhall be advanced to 
the Degree and Dignity of Judges. 

And for as much as the Invaſion made upon the Rights 
of Cities, Burroughes, and Towns Corporate, in the Seizure 
of their Charters, whether by Surrender, or upon Pre- 
tence of Forteiture, hath-been wholly arbitrary and illegall : 
Wee likewiſe therefore declare, that wee will to our ut- 
moſt endeavor to ſee them repoſſeſſed in whatſoever t 
formerly had, and could legally claime before the late 
Uſurpation upon them ; and that wee do eſteem all Judg- 
ments given againſt them, and all Surrenders made by a 
corrupt and perjured Party amongſt themſelves, null and 
void in Law; and do hold and declare their o Charters 
(notwithſtanding the new ones lately granted) to be good 
and valid. And accordingly wee do invite and incourage 
all honeſt Burgeſſes and Freemen to reaſſume the Rights 
and Priviledges which by Virtue of the ſaid old Charters 
belonged to their ſeverall and reſpective Corporations, and 
to deliver themſelves from thoſe Court Paraſites, and In- 
ſtruments of Tyranny ſet up to oppreſs them. 

Moreover, for reſtoring the Kingdom to its primitive 
Condition of Freedom and Safety, wee will have the Cer- 
prration and Militia Acts repealed, and all Outlatwries of 
Treaſon, againſt any Perſon whatſoever upon the late pre- 
tended Prote/tant Plot; and all other Outlawries, Baniſh- 
ments, Warrants, Judgments, Impriſonments, Abjurations, 
and Proceedings againſt any other Perſons, upon any of the 
penall Statutes made againſi Proteſtant Diſſenters, reverſed 
and made null and void; and wee will have new Laws 
enacted, for placeing the Election of Is in the Free- 

ettling the Mi- 
litia in the reſpective Sheriffes, and for preventing all 
Military Standing Force, except what ſhall be raiſed and 
kept up by Authority and Conſent of Parliament. 

And whereas ſeverall Gentlemen and others, who have 
been worthy and zealous Aſſertors of the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt, and Laws of the Kingdom, are now in Cuſtody in 
diverſe Priſons within the Realme, upon moſt unjuſt Ac- 
cuſations, Pretences, Proceedings, and Judgments, wee. 
do hereby further declare their ſaid Impriſonments to be 
Ulegall, and that in caſe any Violence ſhall be offered to 
them, or any of them, wee will revenge it to the ut- 


walt 
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moſt upon ſuch of our Enemies as ſhall fall into out 
And whereas the ſaid James Duke of York, in order to 
the expediting the idolatrous and bloody Defignes of the 
Papiſts, the gratifying his own boundleſs Ambition after a 
Crown, and to hinder. Enquiry into his Aſſaſſination of 
Arthur Earle of Eſſex, hath Were the late King, and 
therein manifeſted his Ingratitude, as well as Cruelty, to 
the World, in murthering a Brother, who had almoſt 
ruined himſelfe to 3 and protect him from Puniſh- 
ment: Wee do e further declare, that for the 
aforeſaid villanous and unnaturall Crime, and other his 
Crimes before- mentioned, and in purſuance of the Re. 
lution of both Houſes of Parliament, who voted to revenge 
the King's Death, in caſe he came to an untimely End, 
wee will pfoſecute the ſaid James Duke of Torf, till wee 
have brought him to ſuffer what the Law adjudged to be 
the Puniſhment of ſo execrable a Fact.
